Says Rev. Lester Hostetler| 





Gasoline has spoiled a good deal 
of the old-time close neighborli- 
ness—when folks visited back and 
forth in an intimate way—but it 
has made for a wider contact and 
neighborliness with people many 
miles away, said Rev. Lester Hos- 
tetler in a sermon on “The Good 
Samaritan” at the Mennonite 
church Sunday evening. 

The Upland pastor brought out 
very vividly that the automobile 
has ‘made close neighbors of al- 
most the whole world. Young peo- 
ple think nothing of going forty 
miles in an evening to see new- 
found friends. In a trip of 2,700 
miles last summer from his form- 
er home in Ohio to Upland, the 
speaker said that he was amazed 
at the number of various kinds of 
folks he met and at the splendid 
feeling of kindly neighborliness 
that he experienced in talking with 
these people from every corner of 
the continent. 


Stating that it costs from $300 
to $1,000 a year to run an auto- 
mobile, the speaker asked: “How 
would we spend all this vast sum 
of money if we did not have the 
automobile ? Would it go for 
making better homes and for mak- 
ing better neighbors?” He intim- | 
ated that many motorists do not | 
realize just what their cars do 
cost them and that the result is 
that sometimes too much money 
is spend for the motoring joys. 

The Rev. Mr. Hostetler stressed 
the value of human life as brought 
out in Christ’s immortal parable 
about’ the man on the road from 
Jerusalem to Jericho who fell 
among thieves. “A certain man,” 
he said, meant anyone, of any race 
or color or condition of life.

California Sunkist Valencias 
In Big Demand; Outlook for 
1928-29 Season Is Promising 


Thirty-two cars of lemons “this | it w 
week and 28 the last one but only 
three cars of Valencias as against | 
eleven for last week—these 74 cars 
were the shipments from the On- 
tario-Cucamonga exchange for the | 
14-day period ending tomorrow. 
The lull in the Valencia movement | 
is only a temporary one. 

The entire West End’s shipment 
for the season is now about 4,300. 

An exceptional demand has ex- 
isted for California Sunkist Valen- 
cia oranges throughout the sum-}| 
mer, considering the record crops , 
of all varieties of summer fruits 
and vegetables selling at very low 
prices. While this season's Valen-|. 
cia crop is avout 25 per cent light- | 
er than last year, it is still a large | 
crop of oranges as compared with 
the crops that were being produced | 
in California half a dozen years} 
ago, and is 50 per cent greater | 
than the light crop of 1925. 

The total crop of California Va-| 
lencia_ oranges this year will e-x} 
ceed 10,000,000 boxes, which with | 
an average size of 216 means | 
2,160,000,000 . individual fruits, or | 
a per capita consumption of about | 
20 oranges for the United States 
and Canada. 

Lemons in Good Demand 

Lemons, likewise, continue in 
strong demand at good prices and 
with August shipments and sales 
considerably ahead of normal Au- 
gust volume. 

Sizes prevailing on Valencia or- 
anges are very desirable as_ they 
provide a large proportion of me- 
dium to small fruit which can be 
sold at a reasonable price per 
dozen, even though the price per 
box is high. There is no surplus 
of extremely small sizes as pre- 
vailed in 1927. Last year the 
average size on August Exchange 
shipments was 242. This season

LARGE PART OF PEACH 
CROP NOT YET CANNED 





SACRAMENTO—End of the 
clingstone canning season will 
show that a large proportion of 
the crop has not been canned. 

Out of a total of 395,000 tons, 
Tuscans, the first to ripen, have 
been affected by unfavorable 
conditions, with but 60,000 out 
of 1000,000 tons suitable for 
canning; and mid-summer and 
Phillips varieties also have been 
affected, according to E. E. 
Kaufman, state statistician. 
Both of these latter varieties 
will be packed to a greater per- 
centage of the total crop than 
Tuscans, Kaufman said. 

Freestone production in Cali- 
fornia this season will run to 
214,000 tons, according to a 
forecast, which is 7,000 tons 
greater than was forecast in 
June and July. This is compar- 
ed with the same production in 
1926 and 170,000 tons in 1927. 

“From present indications, 
interstate shipments of Free- 
stone peaches will be consider- 
ably under shipments of last 
year, but above shipments of 
1926," Kaufman declared.
